My  dear  Robert, - 

I  greatly  appreciated  your  birthday  greetings  and  v^ords  of  appre¬ 
ciation  which  came  to  me  on  the  morning  of  January  9th,  my  78th  birthday.  As  I 
look  back  on  the  years  it  seems  to  me  that  I  have  been  quite  as  active .recently  in  one 
good  cause  or  another  as  at  any  time  in  all  my  life.  I  would  have  acknowledged 
your  letter  promptly  but  I  wanted  to  tell  you  about  a  visit  that  was  in  prospect 
to  the  President  in  regard  to  a  great  missionary  convocation  that  we  have  in  mind. 

I  was  down  in  Washington  yesterday  v/ith  Bishop  Tucker,  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  Mr.  Emory  Ross  who  formerly  was  a  missionary  of  the 
Disciples^  Church  and  spent  about  fifteen  years  in  Africa,  He  has  come  home  for 
some  good  reason  about  which  I  did  not  ask  any  questions,  but  he  is  at  present 
doing  special  v/ork  for  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference,  He  had  the  opportunity  on 
three  different  occasions  while  he  was  in  Africa  (He  was  in  the  Congo  Mission)  of 
entertaining  the  present  king  of  Belgium  and  his  v/ife  in  his  own  home,  and  he  has 
a  very  happy  relationship  Yvith  him  and  with  the  embassy  at  Washington  where  they 
seemed  to  know  him  in  a  very  friendly  way. 

He  conceived  the  notion  recently  on  listening,  I  think  it  was  to  King 
Leopold  broadcasting  on  some  matter  of  finance  or  other  subject,  that  there  was  no 
reason  why  v/e  shoiild  not  get  such  a  broadcast  regarding  the  work  of  foreign  mis¬ 
sions  from  people  like  the  king  of  Belgium,  the  queen  of  the  Hether lands,  and  King 
Gustave  of  Swreden-  He  took  the  matter  up  with  the  legations  of  these  countries  in 
Washington  and  found  that  they  were  very  sympathetic  toward  such  an  idea.  The 
Dutch  minister  told  him  that  he  had  long  wanted  to  have  his  queen’s  voice  heard  in 
this  country  and  that  he  was  quite  sure  that  this  would  appeal  to  her.  Only,  how¬ 
ever  he  believed,  could  she  be  asked  to  speak  if  the  President  of  the  United  States 
were  speaking  on  the  same  program. 

Our  call  on  the  President  yesterday  was  to  present  that  invitation  and 
appeal  to  him.  He  very  promptly  and  cordially  agreed  and  said  he  would  be  glad 
to  do  it,  that  he  formerly  had  very  little  interest  in  foreign  missions  but  he  had 
very  definitely  changed  his  mind  about  them  as  he  had  learned  of  the  way  in  which 
the  missionaries  in  China  had  stood  up  to  their  jobs  in  these  difficult  Vvar  years.

He  said  in  response  to  our  request  that  he  would  very  gladly  have  the 
invitations  to  these  sovereigns  in  Europe  sent  through  the  State  Department  to 
our  embassies  in  their  countries  and  liave  them  present  the  invitation.  He  allowed 
us  also  to  say  in  presenting  the  invitation  to  these  people  that  it  would  be  a 
great  pleasure  to  him  if  they  found  it  convenient  to  take  part  in  this  broadcast. 

I  may  say  ^Iso  that  we  called  on  Ur.  Moffatt  who  has  charge  of  the  Europ¬ 
ean  section  of  our  State  Department  under  Ur.  Hull  and  found  him  very  much  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  whole  matter.  While  vie  were  there  he  helped  us  to  draft  the  invita¬ 
tion  and  statement  which  we  would  make  to  the  three  crowned  heads  in  Europe  and  he 
promised  to  send  these  forward  by  cable  to-day,  not  v/aiting  to  send  them  by  mail. 
The  legations  of  these  countries  v^ill  also  send  forward  the  invitations  in  their 
own  v/ay. 


Our  thought  is  to  bring  together  a  goodly  number  of  people  in  New  York 
who  are  interested  in  the  missionary  cause,  both  lay  and  clerical,  at  a  luncheon 
v/here  this  broadcast  would  be  given  and  where  we  v/ould  also,  we  hope,  have  Mr.  Hull 
as  a  speaker  on  behalf  of  out"  own  government,  and  perhaps  other  speakers.  The 
National  Broadcasting  Company  has  alreauy  expressed  its  readiness  to  give  us  the 
time  on  the  air  for  such  a  program.  We  are  now  planning  that  that  meeting  shall 
be  held  some  time  about  the  last  week  in  March  or  the  first  week  in  April,  suiting 
the  convenience  somewhat  of  the  people  in  Europe. 

7«e  have  the  feeling  that  such  a  piece  of  publicity  for  the  work  of  for¬ 
eign  missions  ought  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  people  across  the  country  in  a 
very  impressive  way,  I  should  have  said  of  course  that  not  only  do  we  expect  to 
have  such  a  liuncheon  in  New  York  but  have  many  such  luncheons  across  the  country 
to  listen  to  the  same  broadcast. 

You  may  have  noticed  perhaps  that  we  got  a  little  publicity  out  of  the 
matter  by  having  a  picture  of  Bishop  Tucker,  Ti/Ir.  Ross  and  myself  appear  on  the  third 
page  of  this  morning’s  Times,  Bishop  Tucker  has  taken  a  very  great  interest  in  this 
matter  from  the  first.  As  you  know,  he  wj^  a  missionary  bishop  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  Japan  for  many  years.  We  ver^^irnestly  hope  that  this  thing  can  be  car¬ 
ried  through  in  an  effective  manner.  /  /

There  appeared  an  item  in  this  morning *s  paper 
headed,  -  **Claim  Christians  Can*t  Be  Beutral,**  and  dated 
at  hew  York.  It  said  that  thirty-three  Protestant  clergy¬ 
men  and  la^Tiien  had  declared  that  Christians  could  not  re¬ 
main  neutral  in  the  present  international  conflict.  It 
gave  Dr*  Henry  M.  'Wriston,  formerly  of  Lav/rence  College, 
Appleton,  V/isconsin,  as  one  of  the  signers. 

I  was  form.erly  a  friend  and  supporter  of  the  Feder¬ 
al  Council  of  Churches,  as  you  perhaps  remember,  having 
been  chairman  of  the  committee  on  national  auid  internation¬ 
al  relations  of  the  local  Council  of  Churches  for  many  years , 
until  about  5  or  6  years  ago  when  the  Council  embarked  on  a 
program  of  pacifism*  I  am  not  neutral  in  this  foreign  sit¬ 
uation  and  would  not  pretend  to  be.  I  am  neither  a  Democrat, 
nor  a  supporter  of  the  hew  Deal,  nor  of  President  Roosevelt, 
but  I  believe  that  the  United  States  has  an  international 
duty  and  has  had  for  sometime  which  it  is  not  performing. 

hliat  is  the  program  of  this  group  of  which  you  seem 
to  be  a  part?  If  you  have  any  literature  I  would  thank 
you  to  let  me  have  a  copy.  I  would  also  very  much  like 
your  observations  on  the  question:

My  dear  Mr.  Horton: 

Your  letter  of  January  22  addressed  to  Dr.  Speer  as  an  Ex-Presldent 
of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  is  being  forwarded 
to  him  for  his  personal  attention.  He  is  now  resident  in  Lakeville,  Conn., 
instead  of  in  New  York. 

1  am  personally  interested  in  your  letter  because  of  your  reference 
to  my  friend  Dr.  Henry  M.  Wriston,  formerly  President  of  Lawz*ence  College.  It 
was  through  my  suggestion  of  his  name  that  the  recent  statement  on  the  relation 
of  the  churches  to  the  intemationei  situation  was  sent  to  him  for  his  signature. 

I  am  also  interested  in  your  letter  because  of  your  impression  that 
the  Federal  Council  has  adopted  a  program  of  "pacifism"  and  of  "change  of  the 
social  order."  I  am  surprised  that  you  should  have  this  impression.  While 
the  Federal  Council  has  been  deeply  interested  in  the  problem  of  peace  and  has 
carried  on  a  steady  program  in  the  interest  of  strengthening  the  forces  for  peace, 
it  has  never  identified  itself  with  pacifism.  So  far  as  the  pacifist  movement 
in  the  churches  has  a  national  expression,  it  is  through  the  Fellowship  of 
Reconciliation,  which  is  an  organization  of  individuals  -  not  of  churches.  Llke> 
wise  with  regard  to  the  social  order,  the  Federal  Ccnmcil,  while  emphasizing 
the  Christian  demand  for  social  Justice  and  brotherhood  and  pointing  out 
injustices  end  evils  which  challenge  the  conscience  of  Christians,  has  never 
proposed  the  abolition  of  capitalism.  "The  aocial  Ideals  of  the  Churches," 
which  is  the  most  official  declaration  of  the  Federal  Council  oh  this  subject, 
urges  the  "subordination  of  speculation  and  the  profit  motive  to  the  creative 
and  cooperative  spirit,"  but  this, as  I  am  stire  you  will  realize,  is  a  wholly 
different  thing  from  asking  for  the  elimination  of  the  profit  motlbe. 

If  there  is  any  further  information  which  you  would  like  to  have 
concerning  the  program  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America,  please  sommand  me.

I  was  reared  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  attended  Jaraestown  College,  a  Presbyterian  denom¬ 
inational  college  located  at  Jamestown,  H.  Dak.  Sad  to  say,  the  College 
was  and  still  is  thoroughly  religious,  but  not  Christ ianj  It  is  modern¬ 
istic  through  and  through.  Christ  and  the  Bible  are  mutilated.  It 
stands  as  a  noticeable  example  of  a  functioning  religious  machine  that 
is  not  only  dead  itself,  in  unbelief,  but  in  itself  is  deadly  to  the 
True  Church  of  Christ,  and  thereby,  to  society  too.  Decay  from  within 
is  the  Churches  deadliest  enemy,  particularly  today.  How  can  a  sickly 
Church  minister  to,  and  preserve  a1^  sick  world?  Imagine  disease  trying

God  reached  me  and  brought  me  to  the  Saving  Christ,  only  when  I 
camein  contact  with  the  Lutheran  Church,  where  the  pure  Gospel  is  still 
proclaimed.

More  specifically,  in  your 
comment  on  Jesus’  Prophecies  of  the  last  things,  is  it  not  to 
be  observed  that  the  very  reason  why  Jesus  forecast  Jerusalem’s 
destruction  by  war  lay  in  the  fact  that  Jerusalem  was  refusing 
to  take  his  own  way  of  peace  and  love  for  their  enemies; that 
the  Jewish  attitude  toward  Rome  was  provoking  Rome  to  war? 


I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  pamphlet  I  recently  wrote,  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Social  Education  and  Action  Committees  of  the 
Synod  and  the  Presbytery.

I  enter  upon  the  work  with  fear 
and  trembling  for  I  have  had  little  experience  in  it;  but  the 
calls  have  come  in  such  a  way  as  to  seem  providential.

Presbyterian  who  Virould  command  not  only  Presbyterian  sympathy 
but  the  sympathy  of  all  who  believe  in  missions*  Henry  Van 
Dusen  is  trying  to  get  John  Mott*  The  other  signers  we  are 
after  are  men  like  Dr*  Butler,  Alfred  E.  Smith  and  men  who 
are  prominent  in  public  life  throughout  the  country* 

If  you  are  willing  to  sign  this  will  you  let  me 
know  so  that  I  can  have  your  signature  by  Monday  morning*

The  totalitarian  powers  ala 
by  studiad  and  relantlsaa  assault  upon  civil  populations  to  drlvw  then  into  sub- 
jugstlon  snd  the  overthrow  of  their  trusted  leaders.  The  toll  of  that  strategy 
,  is  being  taken  d  ally  «ui  nightly  upon  tho  lives  of  women  a  ad  children.  For  tho 
.  democratic  nstlonB,  ovondwtotogly  outnumbered  in  military  strength,  the  only 
I  tostruraont  of  defonoo  available  to  them  to  the  imposition  of  a  naval  blockade  by 
li  which  their  adversaries  shall  be  barred  from  the  raw  materials  essential  for 
■  tHelr  aggression,  tooludtog  food.  Ihto  blockade  cannot  fail  to  threaten  privation 
to  people  already  sui-fortog  virtual  enslavement  at  the  hands  of  their  conquerors. 

n»o  toericsa  people  have  given  ovorwhelatoc  evidence  of  their  syB?,athy 
with  Great  Britain  her  Allies,  of  their  roeognition  that  toaricsn  security  to 
deeply  terolved  in  Allied  victory  end  of  their  resolve  to  lend  the  Allies  all 
praotioable  aid  to  assure  defeat  for  the  totalitarian  threat  to  the  liberties  of 
all  free  peoplos.  It  to  the  keystone  of  American  policy  that  they  wUl  land  them- 
I  selves  to  no  step  which  might  dir«>tly  or  indirectly  strwjgthen  the  enemios  of 
democracy.  This  policy  auet  determine  action  to  this  as  to  every  other  natter. 

^  proposal  to  food  civil  populoti<ms  to  conquered  countries  .-.lust 
rest  on  the  consent  of  both  belligerents.  Ooraiany  and  her  alltoa  would  be  expected 
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to  give  gxxarantoes  not  only  that  all  foodstuffe  sent  would  go  directly  end  iolely 
to  the  oiviliane  of  the  conquered  nations,  and  that  no  food  which  otherwise  would 
sustain  these  people  would  thereby  be  removed,  but  also  that  quantities  of  food¬ 
stuffs  known  to  have  been  already  withdrawn  from  Denmark  and  Korwa  and  Poland,  from 
Belgium  and  Holland  and  Prance  for  the  feeding  of  the  totalitarian  armies  and  peoples 
would  be  restored,  Ih©  allied  forces  would  be  e^^ected  to  penait  food  ships  to 
pass  their  blockade. 

These  ere  matters  to  be  negotiated  directly  between  the  organisations 
proffering  relief  and  the  governments  concerned.  It  is  our  strong  conviction  that 
any  effort  to  bring  pressure  to  boar  upon  these  govemmonts  or  to  a  rouse  />merican 
sentimoxrt  for  that  purpose  would  bo  irq?»oper  and  unfair  as  well  as  directly  con¬ 
trary  to  Americans  essential  interests,  and  should  be  firmly  resisted  by  every  clear 
sifted  leader  of  public  opinion, 

Vi'e  do  not  raise  question  as  to  the  practicability  of  the  imdortakings 
vhioh  it  is  proposed  to  demand  from  the  totalitarian  governments.  But,  in  view  of 
the  habitual  violation  by  those  governments  of  every  solemn  undertaking  entered 
into,  it  is  obvious  that  no  confidence  could  be  placed  in  any  pledges  wiiich  they 
mig^t  give.  Therefore  the  decision  as  to  whether  the  proposed  soheme  would  guarantee 
that  it  will  not  strengthen  the  aggressors  can  be  cade  only  by  those  whoso  heroic 
sacrifices  today  safeguard  our  security,  and  whom  Americans  are  resolved  to  uphold 
by  every  meane  within  our  power.  Unless  the  British  Government  gives  its  free  con¬ 
sent,  unooerced  by  any  external  pressure,  it  is  our  reluctant  but  considered  judg¬ 
ment  that  the  American  poople  should  have  no  part  in  the  scheme.  It  mey  well  be  that 
the  issue  is  between  restraining  tlie  natural  impulse  to  relieve  privation,  or  giving 
a  measure  of  immediate  relief  whioh  will  make  perxauient  slavery  tolerable.

No  doubt,  you  will  be  surprised  to  hear  from 
me  so  soon  again.  However,  five  of  the  Episcopal  rectors  in  this 
section  of  the  Diocese  held  a  little  meeting  at  my  study  this 
afternoon  to  plan  for  a  service  of  Intercession  For  World  Peace 
to  be  held  here  at  St.  James’,  Danbury  in  the  near  future. 

Several  centers  in  the  Diocese  have  had  services 
of  Intercession  for  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations  in  recent 
weeks,  but  it  v/as  the  feeling  of  the  clergy  that  met  with  me  today 
that  we,  in  our  proposed  service,  should  widen  the  base  of  our 
Intercessory  service,  and  include  Christianity’s  World  Wide  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  our  prayers  to  the  Almighty  Father. 

Beside  the  neighboring  Episcopal  rectors  and 
their  people,  it  is  our  hope  to  interest  the  ministers  of  some  of 
the  other  comm\mions,  represented  in  this  locality,  such  as  the 
Congregational  and  Methodist,  to  participate  with  us  in  what  we  hope 
will  be  a  great  spiritual  v/itness  of  the  imder lying  corporate  unity 
that  binds  us  together  in  Christ,  and  which  v/e  should  recognize  and 
stress  more  than  ever  before  in  these  days  of  black-out,  sorrow,  and 
tribulation.

Dear  Dr,  Speer :Th8  firet  time  that  I  saw  you, and  became  somewhat  ac¬ 
quainted  with  you, was  at  the  meeting  of  the  Inter  Seminary  Miggionary  Alliance  in 
Chicago  some  50  odd  years  eigo.  John  R,i4ott  and  you  were  among  the  leaders  at 
that  time, and  I  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  part  that  you  two  had  in  this 
great  gathering  Seminary  students.  Three  others  and  myself  were  there  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary , Hampden  Sydney, Va.  I  remember  that  Dr.  John  Hall, 

of  the  Fifth  Ave .Presbyterian  Church  addressed  us  the  first  evening.  This  was 
a  wonderful  opportunity , and  I  have  always  remembered  it  with  a  great  deal  of 
pleasure , 

I  had  formerly  attended  another  body  of  young  men  that  greatly  im¬ 
pressed  me  as  a  young  lad, and  that  when  I  was  sent  to  represent  the 

Phi  Delta  Theta  fraternity , Central  University ,Kf ., to  the  Grand  National  Convetion 
which  met  in  New  York  City.  This  was  a  fine  body  of  men, but  of  course  it 
was  very  different, in  that  those  who  met  in  Chicago  were  bent  on  carrying  the

It  has  always  been  a  great  help  to  me  to  realize  that  when 
you  were  so  very  busy  with  your  heavy  load  you  found  time 
to  spend  in  writing  this  inspirational  book. 

During  these  days  we  are  very  quiet  for  the  Chengtu 
plain  is  under  a  blanket  of  clouds,  which  gives  us  protec¬ 
tion  from  enemy  planes.

Our  most  serious  problem  is  the  con¬ 
tinuing  increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  which  makes  it  very 
hard  for  our  staff  members.  We  are  trying  to  secure  aid, 
especially  in  meeting  the  cost  of  rice,  and  know  there  will 
be  a  good  deal  of  suffering  among  the  poorer  people  this 
ye  ar .

Dear  Dr.  Speer: 


Since  being  privileged  to  hear  your  powerful  and 
inspiring  sermon  last  night  I  have  felt  what  is  turning  out  to 
be  an  uncontrollable  desire  to  know  how  an  intellect  of  the 
calibre  of  yours  would  react  to  the  implications  contained  in  an 
article  bearing  directly,  among  other  things,  upon  any  likeli¬ 
hood  there  is  that  the  institution  of  Christianity  (the  Church 
as  it  exists)  will  ever  set  man’s  feet  upon  the  sure  road  of  htiman 
progress  and  keep  them  there.  The  article  referred  to  was 
printed  in  The  Hew  Republic *s  issue  of  Dec.  4th  and  is  entitled 
'•Resources  of  the  Mind".  Incidentally,  the  most  terrible 

sentence  in  this  article  is  the  undeniable  asseveration  that 
"Christians  wage  total  war  against  each  other";  doing  so  not  only 
indirectly,  as  citizens  of  separate  national  political  units,  but 
also  directly  in  the  capacity  of  religious  zealots. 


I  am  venturing  upon  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  thus 
because  the  more  thoroughly  I  find  myself  in  practically  100^ 
agreement  with  the  majesty  of  the  case  for  the  religion  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  presented  in  powerful  and  moving  advocacies  such  as  yours, 
the  farther  away  do  I  seem  to  get  from  institutionalized  Christ¬ 
ianity  and  the  more  convinced  do  I  become  that  the"  world  has  been 
organized  and  institutionalized  and  sygtonatj^ed  to  death;  liter¬ 
ally  to  the  point  where  some  men  ceas It o  oe^  ( ev en  by  the  solemn 
warnings  of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount)  in  their  reliance  on  lip 
service,  rituals  and  the  success  that  so  often  follows  upon  the 
"Lord,  Lord"  technique,  here  on  earth,-  at  the  same  time  that  others 
are  abdicating  completely  their  intellectual  and  moral  king-ship, 
in  response  to  the  lure  of  the  most  sinister  group  of  institutions 
(the  totalitarian  breed)  that  have  yet  appeared  on  the  earth. 


You  mentioned  those  "witnesses"  who  gave  the  earliest  Christ¬ 
ian  testimony.  Whether  this  kind  of  message  was  all  that  was 
heard  up  to  the  time  when  certain  well-intentioned  men  deciaed 
together  that  God  needed  a  man-made  institution  to  aid  Him  in  the 
establishment  of  His  Kingdom,  I  do  not  know,  I  certainly  do

♦  WINGS  OVER  THE  WORLD  ♦ 

By  ROBERT  M.  KURTZ 


It  Is  Often  Quite  Difficult  to  understand  how  men’s 
consciences  can  differ;  but  they  can  and  do.  The  majority 
of  us  doubtless  feel  that  there  are  occasions  when  a  nation 
is  fully  justified  in  going  to  war,  and  when,  therefore, 
its  citizens  should  fight.  But  there  is  a 'small  but  earnest 
minority  of  conscientious  objectors  who  stand  by  their 
convictions  that  all  such  fighting  is  wrong.  Dr.  Robert 
E.  Speer,  in  addressing  the  General  Association  of  Con¬ 
necticut  (Congregational),  gave  reason  why  engaging  in 
such  wars  as  are  now  scourging  the  world  is  justified: 

Christianity  must  fight  for  the  defeat  of  the  totalitarian 
states  because  the  negation  of  the  values  of  human  per¬ 
sonality  under  totalitarian  regimes  denies  Christian  prin¬ 
ciples  and  glorifies  the  state  as  the  center  of  all  things.  The 
state-centered  regimes  oppose  the  Christian  philosophy  and 
must  be  crushed  in  order  to  preserve  Christianity. 

“Be  Ye  Angry,  And  Sin  Not."  Anger  is  a  natural 
emotion,  and  but  seldom  it  may  be  justified.  The  serious 
thing  is  that  it  so  easily  leads  to  violence.  A  good  man 
once  told  us  that  he  was  capable  of  such  anger  that,  if 


has  been  celebrated  this  year.  From  the  first  religion  has 
made  much  use  of  it,  the  Gutenberg  Bible,  the  first 
printed  book,  appearing  about  1455.  Guy  Emery  Shipler, 
writing  in  The  Christian-Evangehst  upon  Religion  in 
Printing,  says  this  about  printing  in  America: 

The  first  printing  on  the  American  continent  took  place 
in  Mexico  City  400  years  ago,  and  again  the  first  publica¬ 
tions  were  of  a  religious  nature.  In  1534  Bishop  Zumarraga 
returned  to  Mexico  from  Spain,  bringing  with  him  a  printer 
who  had  a  small  press  and  a  limited  supply  of  type.  The 
scarcity  of  paper  made  much  work  impossible,  but  a  religious 
leaflet  and  a  Mexican  catechism  were  printed,  and  in  1540 
the  “Manual  de  Adultos”  appeared  from  the  little  press. 
Curiously  enough,  there  was  another  100-year  lapse  before 
printing  was  taken  up  in  what  is  now  the  United  States. 
It  was  in  1640  that  the  first  book  appeared  here — and  it  was 
a  book  of  hymns,  the  “Bay  Psalm  Book”,  printed  in  Cam¬ 
bridge,  Mass.  As  an  appropriate  part  of  the  commemora¬ 
tion  of  the  500th  anniversary  of  the  invention  of  printing 
and  the  300th  of  its  advent  in  the  American  colonies,  the 
Harvard  University  Press  will  publish  this  fall  a  hymnology 
of  three  centuries  of  American  hymns. 
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'because  they  “just  got  mad”.  That  is,  250  killings  resulted 
when  the  murderers  became  enraged  in  quarrels  over  trifling 
incidents,  one  thing  leading  to  another.  In  116  of  the  250 
“quarrel-case”  homicides,  either  the  slayer,  the  victim,  or 
both  had  been  drinking,  and  the  slayer  had  no  motive  for 
his  action;  no  particular  enmity  against  his  victim.  Some 
effect  of  the  alcohol  he  had  been  drinking  brought  on  the 
desire  to  kill,  and  before  he  knew  it  the  deed  was  done. 


The  Conflict  In  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  and  now 
spreading  over  the  seas,  is  not  just  another  war  to  be 
added  to  the  dismal  list  that  makes  up  so  much  of  the 
world’s  history.  It  might  be  looked  upon  as  the  culmi¬ 
nation  of  all  preceding  wars,  or  at  least  the  culmination 
of  the  causes  of  all  preceding  wars.  Secretary  Hull  well 
summed  it  up  when  he  said; 

We  are  in  the  presence  not  of  regional  or  local  wars  but 
of  an  organized  and  determined  movement  for  steadily  ex¬ 
panding  conquest.  ...  By  deed  and  by  utterance,  the  would- 
be  conquerors  have  made  it  abundantly  clear  that  they  are 
engaged  upon  a  relentless  attempt  to  transform  the  civilized 
world  as  we  have  known  it  into  a  world  in  which  mankind 
will  be  reduced  again  to  the  degradation  of  master-and- 
slave  relationship  among  nations  and  among  individuals, 
maintained  by  brute  force. 


What  Has  Not  Printing  done  for  religion,  culture,  and 
the  general  interests  of  the  race.i^  The  exact  year  printing 
was  invented  is  not  certainly  known,  but  1440  is  the 
traditional  date,  so  that  its  five  hundredth  anniversary 


its  manifestation: 


Ignatius  Loyola  and  Martin  Luther  were  contemporaries. 
The  latter  withdrew  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  about 
twenty  years  before  Loyola  established  the  Society  of  Jesus. 
The  two  men  resembled  one  another  in  their  religious  fervor 
and  unconquerable  wills.  But  to  Luther  there  came  a  libera¬ 
tion  of  spirit  which  resulted  from  a  clear  understanding  of 
the  doctrine  of  justification  by  faith  in  Christ  alone.  Loyola, 
on  the  other  hand,  saw  only  the  method  of  pleasing  God  by 
devotion  and  works.  What  his  great  soul  might  have  done 
for  mankind  had  the  light  of  the  gospel  really  shined  in  his 
heart,  the  world  will  never  know. 


Relentlessly  the  Totalitarian  octopus  reaches  out  its 
tentacles  farther  and  farther  to  grasp  and  strangle  the 
liberties  of  men.  This  social  and  political  devil-fish  seems 
peculiarly  enraged  against  Christianity.  How  soon  will 
America  feel  its  hideous  clutches?  This  paragraph  from 
an  exchange  pictures  what  its  Japanese  species  is  doing 
to  the  Korean  Church: 


Old  denominational  organizations  embracing  some  60,000 
Korean  Christians  were  dissolved  recently,  and  a  new  organi¬ 
zation  was  set  up  in  keeping  with  Japan’s  policy  of  placing 
religious  associations  under  Government  supervision  and 
eliminating  foreign  influence.  A  new  program  for  the  organi¬ 
zation  stipulated  that  it  would  be  free  of  foreign  influence 
and  would  condemn  Communism,  individualism,  democracy 
and  doctrines  inconsistent  with  Japanese  national  policy. 
Military  drill  will  be  enforced  in  schools  and  Christians  will 
be  encouraged  to  volunteer  services  during  emergencies  and 
to  visit  Shinto  shrines.

Twice  in  recent  months  the  undersigned  have  joined  in  public  statements 
on  the  relation  of  /imerican  Christians  to  the  world  conflict.  The  essence  of 
those  statements  was  that,  in  the  present  crisis,  ethical  issues  are  at  stake 
which  claim  the  sympathy  and  support  of  Christians  and  that  Christians  should 
enlist  their  resources  in  defense  of  democratic  civilization.  The  response  to 
these  declarations  indicates  that  they  voiced  the  vievrs  of  large  numbers  of 
persons  v/ho  feci  at  present  without  adequate  leadership  and  channels  of  expression.

It  is  our  hope  that  CHRISTIANITY  AND  CRISIS  may  be  a  truly  ecumenical  jour¬ 
nal,  holding  the  whole  world  and  especially  the  World  Church  steadily  within  its 
view  and  concentrating  upon  world  events  in  their  bearing  upon  the  life  of  that 
Church,  ComiTiunication  with  Christian  loaders  in  all  lands  will  keep  readers 
apprised  of  the  most  important  developments.  Contact  wdth  highest  official 
circles  here  and  abroad  should  furnish  information  not  adequately  reported  in 
other  sources. 

While  welcoming  pacifist  contributions,  it  will  adhere  to  the  historic 
Protestant  faith  that  men  must  choose  between  relative  goods  and  that  the  attempt 
to  practice  an  absolute  perfection  in  historic  decisions  only  serves  to  betray 
men  into  subjection  to  tyranny.  The  present  world  conflict  is  a  peculiarly  vivid 
illustration  of  the  evil  forces  which  men  must  always  combat  and  the  baffling 
alternatives  which  always  demand  their  decision.  While  attempting  no  simple 
answers  to  the  perplexing  problems  of  our  day,  CHRISTIANITY  AND  CRISIS  will  seek 
to  help  Christians  in  their  search  for  right  decisions. 

CHRISTI/iNITY  iiND  CRISIS  will  not  parallel  or  compete  with  existing  Christian 
journals.  Its  size  is  small,  its  scope  liiaitod  and  distinctive,  and  it  will 
adhere  closely  to  its  special  purpose  and  function.

On  Our  Way  Back 


This  is  not  a  story  about  On  Our  Way  Back  to  the  horse;  and 

» 

"buggy  days;  On  Our  Way  Back  to  the  phonograph,  the  silent  pictures, 
the  coal  stove,  the  land,  the  horse  plow,  dirt  roads,  and  Model  Ts; 
street  cars,  sail  ships,  stoketless  locomotives,  and  wash  boards.  It 
is  a  story  about  being  On  Our  Way  Back  to  a  mode  of  living  that  has 
made  these  things  •  It  is  to  help  point  out  the-  way  back-  to 

sense,  sanity,  and  sarctifi cation.  It  is  to  help  maintain  the  stream¬ 
line  age  with  all  of  it’s  magnificent  and  glorious  accessories,  lest 
we  drift  back  into  a  moral  and  social  state  where  we  will  destroy  the 
very  things  which  we  wish  to  maintain. 

And  to  do  this  requires  the  help  of  every  citizen-  in  the 
country.  It  is  not  a  job  for  one  man  alone,  or  any  one  body  of  men, 
but  for  the  whole  nation. 


Mr.  Hoover,  in  recent  article,  in  the  Gaturhay  Uvening- 
Post,  on:We  Must  Keep  Out,  expresses  the  idea  faithfully  and  candidly 
to  a  wayward-  nation  when  he  says  that  "The  voice  of  experience  wanns 
us  that  whether  we  participate  in  this  war  today  or  not,  we  face  a 
further  quarter  of  a  century  of  difficulty."  That  statement  is  harsh; 
it  is  cruel;  but  it  is  the  gospel  truth,  and  we  just *as  well  face  it, 
vjifi  want  to  maintain  the  material  progress  that  we  have  made,  to  say 
nothing  of  our  moral  well  being. 

How,  what  is  progress,  and  what  is  not  progress?  The  main 
confusion  during  the  last  few  years  about  progress  has  been  to  confuse 
spiritual  progress  and  material  progress.  Because  we  have  gone  ahead 
so  fast  ma.terially,  thousands  upon  thousands  of  people  have  drav/n  the 

conclusion  that  we  have  made  progress  -Pii’itually  as  well* 


if 
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But  the  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  v/hile  we  have  Been  going 
forward  with  v/hirlwind  speed  materially,  we  have  been  going  backward 
spiritually.  ^iVhile  we  have  been  building  super  highways,  super  airports, 
streamline  trains,  magnificent  air  liners,  and  television  radios,  we 
have  spiritually  dfifted  away  from  God,  the  Church,  and  the  Bible. 

It  is  nox  wonder  that  every  European  nation  fears  us i  Tho 
doesn’t  fear  the  rich,  powerful,  drunken  pagan,  or  backslider,  who  comes 
streaking  dovm  the  highway,  in  his  streamlined,  roaring,  infernal  instru¬ 
ment  of  destruction,  when  he  is  tanked  to  the  gills?  I  wasn’t  in  Europe 
last  summer,  but  I  had  some  friends  who  were,  and  they  told  me  that  those 
nations  over  there  didn’t  fear  each  other  nearly  so  much  as  they  did  the 
United  States.  "That  kind  of  reputation  are  we  getting  abroad?  I  was 
formerly  under  the  impie  ssion  that  this  country  sent  out  more  missionaries 
than  all  other  countries  combinedj  that  we  were  loved  and  respected  abroad. 
If  this  attitude  has  changed,  and  it  evidently  has,  then  it  is  about  time 
that  we  start  somet^igg  to  build  good  will  and  love,  instead  of  ill  will 
and  hate.  We  have  to  do  that  at  the  same  time  we  clean  up  at  home. 

Certainly , indebtedness  for  super  highways,  automobiles,  air¬ 
ports,  airplanes,  radios,  skyscrapers,  and  all  the ^accompanying  accourtre- 
ments  is  not  to  be  condemned  as  being  for  the  wrong  things.  This  material 
progress  is  fine,  ;^t,  IT  CANNOT  BE  FiAINTAINED,  unless  we  catch  up 
spiritually.  By  catching  up  spiritually,  I  mean  these  things  must  be 
paid  for,  and  they  must  be  used  to  uplift  and  help  humanity  the  world 
over,  and  not/lfor  purposes  of  destruction  and  physical  conquest.  In 
other  words,  hundreds  of  these  planes  ^ ould  be  used  by  missionaries. 

They  should  carry  the  Gospel  of  peace  and  salvation,  instead  of  bombs  ' 

of  steel  and  gas. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  World  War  ofx  1914-18  did  some  good 
in  that  it  caused  a  rapid  development  of  the  airplane  which  would  not 
have  happened  had  it  not  been  for  the  war  stimulus.  Uow  then  we  know 
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that  the  war  of  '14-18  did  cause  the  rapid  develppment  of  the  airplane, 
ra  hut  today  we  realize  that  it  was  not  a  good  thing,  and  the  statement 
that  war  does  good  is  proven  false  in  this  category  the  same  as  in  the 
political  category,  wherein  we  speak  of  "a  war  to  end  wars,"  or  a  "war 
to  make  the  world  safe  for  democracy."  Bad  airplanes  have  grown  up  and 
are  about  to  choke  out  the  good  ones  like  fast  growing  weeds  in  a  garden* 
War  planes  and  exploiting  planes  are  much  too  far  ahead  of  the  family 
and  church  going  planes,  to  say  nothing  of  the  hospi tal^^^^^^^g  killing, 
rescue, and  mercy  planes* 

Another  misconstrued  premise  is  the  one  that  the  world  has  no  plaee 
to  expand  now.  Well,  what  about  New  York?  Is  not  the  sky  the^  limit? 
There  is  no  limit  to  expansion  either  upwards  or  downwards.  Suppose 
Germany  had  of  used  the  Some  amount  of  time  and  money  in  building  sky¬ 
scrapers  and  worthwhile  things  that  she  used  in  building  engines  of  des¬ 
truction,  would  she  not  be  far  better  off  than  she  is  today? 

Now  back  to  the  United  States*  Sven  indebtedness  for  the  worth¬ 
while  things  of  life  is  to  be  condemned,  if  we  can  pay  casji;  and  if  we 
do  go  in  debt,  the  smaller  the  debt,  and  the  shorter  the  perbd,  the  better. 
Uelief  must  go  back  all  the  way  frmn^  Washington  to  the  individual  family. 
I^iends  must  help  friends,  and  relatives  must  help  their  own  kin.  Now 
when  you  give  your  neighbor  a  drink  of  whiskey  you  are  not  helping  him, 
but  when  you  give  him  a  cup  of  cold  water  you  are.  One  costs  and  adds  cn 

like  Doctor's  bills;  the  other  is  fr^e,  but  refreshes  one, 
builds  up,  and  helps  to  spread  general  prosperity* 

In  regard  to  "Business  must  take  up  the  slack,"  and  if  "private 
enterprise  fails,  then  government  will  step  in  with  more  and  more  drastic 
measures,"  we  may  just  as  well  face  that  fact  now  as  later*  In  this 
country  we  have  "progressed"  from  Big  Business  to  Big  Government.  Now 
we,  as  a  whole  nation  of  130,000,000  individuals  can  "drift"  on  from 
Big  Government  to  the  next  step  downward,  a  Military  Government,  or  we 
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can  get  going  OU  Our  Way  Back  to  private  enterprize.  Little  Government, 

and  Individual  Initiative.  In  order  to  do  that  we  must  get  back  to 

first  principles:  Christianity,  Democracy,  and  Capitalism.  Only  a  zeal 

for  religious  revival  will  carry  us  back  to  these  basic  principles. 

However  a  start  can  be  made  by  private  companies  buying  government 

projects  such  as  the^  TVA,  for  instance.  That  is  the  quickest  way  to 

keep  the  Government  out  of  business.  Where  the  tendency  has  been  for 

a  city  to  own  and  control  their  public  utilities,  those  individuals  with 

money  to  invest  can  buy  these  utilities;  then  they  can  own  and  opeate 

them  without  Government  interference.  The  main  idea  that  I  am  driving 

at  however  is  that  individuals  and  private  companies  must  take  the  ini- 

move  , 

tiavive  ina  a"back  to  private  ownership;‘/or  it  will  not  be  done.  The 
states  themselves  must  take  the  initiative  in  any  movement  of  govenment 
power  away  from  Washington,  and  back  to  the  states.  It  is  impossible 
for  the  Washington  ’’mad-house"  to  do  it. 

Democracy:  In  a  true  democracy,  every  individual  assumes  his  or 

her  fair  share  of  responsibility  as  well  as  privileges.  He  or  she  de¬ 
votes  a  certain  amount  of  time  and  money  to  civic  and  government  affairs 
and  in  this  way  voluntarily  does  what  is  required  through  force  from 
autocratic  and  totalitarian  states. 

Christianity:  The  Christians,  the  righteous,  and  the  Godly,  with¬ 

out  benefit  of  political  office  or  social  standing  are  holding  up  today 
what  is  left  of  a  once  great  nation  spiritually.  If  the  pagans  and  the 
backsliders  don’t  get  on  the  band  wagon,  OM  Our  Way  Back,  we  will  not 
make  the  grade  as  a  nation.  Our  material  progress  will  become  gradually 
and  gradually  more  destructive,  more  militaristic,  more  centralized,  and 
more  nearly  bankrupt.  Let’s  blot  out  that  picture,  and  look  on  the 
brighter  side:  the  return  to  dead  soberness,  hard  work,  frugality,  horse 
sense,  a  clean  and  clear  conscience;  health,  happiness,  add  prosperity, 
j®y»  peace,  and  salvation;  0  yes,  there  is  still  salvation,  just  w'here 

left  it--at  r-in,,  wherever  it  was  that  we  left  it  f 

at  Church,  our  bedside, 
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"fool’s  gold,"  for  pleasure;  for  vice,  sin,  and  crime.  Deep  down  in 
every  man's  heart,  even  in  1939,  is  a  yearning  for  the  deep  and  abiding 
things  of  life,  and  for  life  eternal.  Good  and  bad  emotions  begin  right  ^ 
there,  even  in  this  streamlined  agei  It  is  only  a  question  of  which  spirits  ^ 
we  are  going  to  let  rule  our  lives.  i 

The  Bible  says,  "Brom  whence  come  wars  and  fightings  among  you?  9

Come  they  not  hence,  even  of  your  liasts  that  war  in  your  memhers?"  And, 

"Out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh.  The  good  man  out  ; 
of  his  good  treasure  bringeth  forth  good  things:  and  the  evil  man  out  of  ^ 
his  evil  treasure  bringeth  forth  evil  things."  So  the  destiny  of  a  nation  ^ 
can  be  only  the  destiny  of  the  individuals  composing  that  nation.  A  thought  ^ 
leads  to  action,  action  to  habit,  habit  to  character,  and  character  to  . 

destiny. 

If  the  good  old  USA  pretends  to  keep  the  gains  that  we  have  made 
already,  to  say  nothing  of  making  further  progress,  then  we  have  got  to  ' 

get  back  spiritually  to  where  we  were  when  we  owned  a  house  and  had  it 
paid  for;  and  a  horse  and  buggy,  and  had  them  paid  for,  and  a  farm,  and 
had  it  paid  for.  Sometimes  one  can  go  too  fast  for  their  own  good.  A 
run-a-way  horse  and  buggy,  with  a  drunken  driver,  was  just  as  dangerous  , 
in  1909  as  a  streamlined,  hrk  hundred  horsepower  automobile,  in  1939,
